FARMERS AND WHEAT POOL 

Alberta Wheat Pool members are 
entering with great energy and en¬ 
thusiasm into the campaign for re¬ 
newal contracts with the pool. There 
is no evidence of doubt concerning 
i the Success of the present campaign. 
In Saskatchewan the renewal of con¬ 
tracts was left almost entirely to the 
j voluntary action of the members 
themselves and it has already result¬ 
ed in an announcement that sufficient 
acreage has been signed up to guar¬ 
antee the carrying on of the pool for 
a second period of five years. There 
is no reason to believe that the Alber¬ 
ta campaign will be in any degree 
less successful. There is not a great¬ 
er degree of confidence in the pool in 
Saskatchewan than there is in this 
province. This paper is of the opin¬ 
ion that Alberta members are warran 
ted in having even more confidence In 
the pool here than have the Saskateh -1 
wan members in their organization.) 
Without reflecting upon the adminis'-j 
tration of the Saskatchewan pool itj 
may be said that the management inj 
Alberta has been on the whole more j 
conservative, more cautious, in reach- 
ing momentous decisions than their 
friends in the adjoining province. 
This is not said to the disparagement j 
of the latter. Officials of the pool in 
any of the provinces probably do not 
go ahead of the opinion and tTie de¬ 
mands of their local members. The 
fact that the Alberta administration 
has been somewhat slower to action 
along certain lines no doubt is a re¬ 
flection of the sentiment of the Alber¬ 
ta members. 

The present campaign is identical 
in some respects to the campaign for! 
the first contracts; in other respectsJ 
it is radically different. It is the 
same in that today the action of the I 
farmers must be wholly voluntary.! 
No one can compel any man to join 
the pool. If he joins it is for the 
reason that he wants to join; he pre¬ 
fers to have his own wheat marketed 
through the channels that he and his 
fellowr.farmers create. The eamp--.cn 
is different in that farmers now «-nve 
somethfhg definite on .which to base 
their judgment, something positive in 
the form of the pool’s record, in place, 
of the merely negative influence that! 
impelled them to action in 1921!, name 
ly, their dissatisfaction with the 
methods that were onen to them be¬ 
fore the pool came'into existence. If! 
the farmers do not now know all the | 
arguments that can be advancer, 
against the wheat pool it is not t-or! 
want of the educational efforts of the j 
organized grain interests. These 
have employedy their best brains in' 
locating the alleged disadvantages of, 
the pool method of marketing wheat. 1 
There can scarcely be any allegations 
of pool weaknesses that have not by | 
now been brought to the attention of 
the wheat-growers. If, with these 
contentions before them, they still 
prefer to deal through the pool, this 
must constitute the answer—at least | 
for the present—to the attempts todisj 
credit the pool. It is said by those 
who are opposed to the pool that the 
wheat pool is still an experiment, 
that it has not yet proved itself. Well 
the farmers evidently want to contin¬ 
ue their experimenting. They may 
make mistakes, but if they do they 
will be making mistakes with their 
own^whyat and i)y Way of their own 
wheat and by way of their own offi¬ 
cers. They will be the principal suf¬ 
ferers if grave errors occur. But in 
the meantime they seem to prefer 
taking this chance. 

"BOTTLE OF MILK AND A BATH” 

“A bottle of milk and a bath,” 
were the thing's that Charles A. Lind 
bergh wanted first in all France after 
he was taken to Ambassador Mer¬ 
rick's home, after his wonderful 
epoch-making flight across the Atlan¬ 
tic. Mis reception was such that he 
could have had nearly anything that 
the enthusiastic French could have 
given him, but he wanted “a bottle of 
milk and a bath.” Dairymen in all 
parts of the world will learn with the 
greatest satisfaction of this first re¬ 
quest of the young aviator for re¬ 
freshment. This unassuming, cool- 
headed, iron-nerved young man has 
impressed the world with the know¬ 
ledge thut he is'not faddy nor abnor¬ 
mal in any way, but on the other I 
hand he gobs straight to the point in | 
everything he undertakes, just as he) 
syt his objective in his ocean flight.

Soviev 
newspapers, circulating among the 
Russian people, have been and arq. 
making tbe most extragant charges, 
the purpose of which is to rouse aii 
the hatred possible against the Brit¬ 
ish and enthuse the populace with the 
notioiv that the great Soviet Is in 
danger.' It seems to be a popular pas 
time in certain government centres in 
Europe to charge up every interna¬ 
tional crime of offense to Britain’s 
account. For home consumption this 
sort of thing is probably useful where 
the desire is to fan into fresh >ame 
the fading embers of the fires of a 
waning cause. It might even be pos¬ 
sible to . use such means to start a 
war, provided the tools were ignorant 
enough to swallow it all, which many 
of these Russians are. The incident 
is mentioned merely to show how de¬ 
sirable it is that we should free our¬ 
selves of &ny misguided sympathy 
for a cause that has to be bolstered by 
its leaders through such discreditable 
methods. * 


FARM EDITOR SPEAKS 

C. W. Peterson of the Farm and 
Ranch Review, spoke before the Man¬ 
ufacturers’ convention at Calgary and 
gave interesting figures on the agri¬ 
cultural wealth of Canada. Hq .point¬ 
ed our that business and urban indus¬ 
try in Canada will expand- in almost 
exact proportion to agriculture. The 
agricultural wealth of Canada, aggre¬ 
gating about eight billion dollars, is 
today almost equally divided between 
east and west. The per capita weaiCL 
and consequently the buying power in 
the three western provinces is the lar¬ 
gest among all the provinces of Can¬ 
ada. He drew attention to the fact 
that the population west of the Great 
Lakes in 25 years' has increased from 
600,000 to 2,600,000 and the invest¬ 
ment in agriculture from $264,000,000 
to $4,000,000,000, and that similar' 
vast increases have been registered in 
crop acreage and in the production of 
dairy products, the speaker declared 
that no other country on the face of 
the earth can show progress to equal 
these figures which become all the 
more staggering when it is realized 
that they are based upon the utiliza¬ 
tion of less than 21 per cent, of the 
known arable areas of Western Cana¬ 
da, which contain an area fit for agri¬ 
culture exceeding one-half of the to¬ 
tal arable area, in the United States. 
"This means that, aside from improve 
ments in yield, Western Canada’s ar¬ 
able area will some day produce annu¬ 
ally agricultural wealth in excess of 
twenty billion of dollars with purchas¬ 
ing power seven times as great as the 
total value of all manufactured pro¬ 
ducts in Canada today.” 

Quoting from a survey of the natural 
resources and commerce of Canada, 
Mr. Peterson declared that agriculture 
has been called the economic heart of 
Canada and that Canada’s prosperity 
goes upland down largely in sympa¬ 
thy with tne financial returns of Wes¬ 
tern Canada, so that the conclusion is 
reached that the controlling factors 
in Canada’s industrial life is the suc¬ 
cess or failure of western agriculture, 
the purchasing power of the farmer. 

Concluding his address, Mr. Peter¬ 
son urged a better umlerstanding be¬ 
tween the manufacturer and the far¬ 
mer, adding that, at present they 
have drifted apart completely on the 
tariff issue. No rational person can 
doubt that the manufacturer^ of Can¬ 
ada are earnestly desirous of bringing 
the greatest prosperity to the west. 
The farmer, through his great co-op¬ 
erative organizations has entered the I 
field of big business and he is, the j 
greatest land owner in the. .Dominion, | 
and in these matters both great bod-; 
ies have much in common. “I would | 
again urge you to endeavor to under¬ 
stand and sympathize with the wes¬ 
tern rural point of view and to at¬ 
tempt to find a meeting place on com¬ 
mon ground, which, in my humble 
judgment, should not be as difficult 
a matter as it may appear at first 
sight.”

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WHEN CANADA WAS YOUNG 


Vast in extent is the Dominion of 
today, from ocean to ocean ‘from the 
had not noticed anything but what 
revolving earth needs four hours to 
present It in panorama daily to the! 
ga£e of the sun. And yet in four 
years this almost continental area 
had been consolidated into one imper¬ 
ial domain -by the empire-builders of 
1867. In 1869 the Northwest was 
purchased, and with one tremendous 
stride our westward march reached 
the summits of the Rocky Mountains. 
Next year the watchfires of our van! 
! flashed upon the far Pacific. The In- 
I tercolonial was being built to make 
*real the paper union between the Mar 
itime Provinces and Old Canada. A 
little later the plans were laid to bind 
all the Provinces together with bands 
of steels, across a thousand leagues 
of land. Howe had been checkmated 
in England, conciliated with “better 
terms,” and given a seat in the Cabf- 
inet. 

The new Province of Manitoba had 
been created with, limited. area,that 
made it practically a French preserve 
And there, as if to mock our hopes 
new born of thh partial conciliation 
of Nova Ijcotia, rebellion regreu its 
head, and William McDougall, .The 
newly appointed Governor, was turn¬ 
ed back at the.border. An armed 
expedition became necessary. And 
before its work was accomplished a 
Fenian army, 3,000 strong had ap¬ 
peared at Ogdenburg, only 50 miles 
away, threatening the national capi¬ 
tal. I well remember the almost pan¬ 
ic that prevailed in the early spring 
of 1870. The Civil Service Brigade 
were called out at 4 o’clock in the 
morning and served with ball cart¬ 
ridges to guard the »ity. Parliament 
Square bristled .with artillery and 
bayonets. The .gold and silver from 
the banks in Ottawa was carted to 
the vaults beneath the Department 
Buildings. The Carleton Battalion 
was hurried off to Prescott. To add 
to the general alarm, a man on horse¬ 
back was suddenly struck dead by 
lightning in a township across the 
Ottawa River. At the inquest there 
was found in the dead man’s pocket a 
subscription in aid of the Fenian in¬ 
vasion, headed by himself with $40, 
anil with smaller subscriptions from 
his sometime respectable neighbours. 
Obviously the Fenians were coming 
to take the country and these had 
• made peace with them in advance. 

The first census of the Ifonufiion 
was taken. The Treaty of Washing¬ 
ton was negotiated, and a storm was 
raised against it. The Alabama 
Claims were to be settled anu no 
recognition given to Canada’s claims 
against the Un/ted States for the re¬ 
peated invasions of our soil by armed 
marauders, equipped with United 
States rifles and bayonets, and United 
States service ammunition that had 
slain our sons and brothers at Ridge¬ 
way. A public debate among the 
young men, of the civil service chief¬ 
ly, was arranged to discuss the treaty 
and some of us who spoke against its 
provisions felt that ye placed our of¬ 
ficial heads in jeojardy. The large 
hall was crowded, a hundred mem¬ 
bers of Parliament being present. 
Our speeches were printed in the pa¬ 
pers of the following morning. Tne 
vote at the close was strongly against 
the Treaty. Old supporters of the 
Government prepared speeches to de¬ 
nounce it in Parliament. It was con¬ 
fidently predicted that the Govern¬ 
ment would be defeated. In the mean¬ 
time Sir John Macdonald kept his own 
counsel, even from his. colleagues it 
was said. 

When the time came Sir John made 
the longest and the ablest speech that 
I ever heard him deliver. It was said 
at the time that it changed fifty 
votes. Certainly no other speech yet 
delivered in the splendid edifice on 
Parliament Hill ever proved half so 
effective in that line. He was able to 
give such an inside view of the nego¬ 
tiations, the obstacles encountered, 
and the international perils narrow¬ 
ly avoided, as fully convinced his old- 
time followers one and all. and many 
beyond the pale of his party through¬ 
out the country, that he had acted for 
the best. 

But I am not writing history; I am 
but giving glimpses of men, of 
scenes and incidents in those strenu¬ 
ous days when the Dominion was 
young. There were Cabinet changes 
not a few during the first Parliamen¬ 
tary term. Ferguson Blair, President 
of the Council died in December, 18- 
67. A. T. Galt had resigned as Min¬ 
ister bf Finance in November of the 
same year. He was succeeded by 
John Rose, who resigned in October 
1869. There were several expecta¬ 
tions, but Sir John Macdonald disap¬ 
pointed them all by bringing Sir 
Frances Hincks from the Windward 
Islands to take the vacant portfolio. 
He was getting an old man then, and 
the Opposition delighted to- play upon 
his irritability. Sir Frances issued 
25 cent script, bought up the United 
States silver which was everywhere 
circulating, and shipped it out of the 
couniry in millions. A mighty man 
in finance was he„ albeit his signature 
ps he wrote it, "F. Hincks,’’ in dimin¬ 
utive letters, could be covered by a 
ten cent piece. Charles Tupper, who 
had hitherto buttressed the Cabinet 
from outside, was taken in and made 
President of the Council, succeeding 
Howe in that position, the latter being 
made Secretary of State. This was a 
political climax. There were other 
changes and shuflles, but let these 
suffice. 

To speak in paradox, what field 
nights there were in those days: 
There were weighty topics to discuss 
and men of weight to discuss them. 
And there were riotous nights, too, in 
which the loose cushions from the 
time, in every direction. Blue books, 
chairs of that time flew, a score at a 
too, were favourite missiles, and 
some times left a blue mark wnere 
they struck home, not infrequently 


upon some peaceable non-combatant. 
One night, when it seemed that pan¬ 
demonium had been let loose, a dim¬ 
inutive member from Quebec Province 
was doing great execution with three 
or four heavy blue books tied in his 
fur cap, and with a long twine string 
attached. With this equipment he 
was able to recover his ammunition 
again after having fired his shot. At 
length he struck the wrong man.j 
John Pickard, of York, N.B., who 
caught him in the act and soundly 
caned t him at his desk. Amid one 
such scene of flying cushions, slam¬ 
ming desk lids and music of mouth 
organs, Mr; Speaker Cockburn was 
solemnly appealed to by a distressed 
member to stop this intolerable noise. 
Mr. Speaker blandly 'replied that hr 
might be called “Parliamentary nois- j 


Later the House was opened for a 
few minutes, but only to adjourn till 
the mojrpw. One thought was in ev- 
eyr mind, that the next tidings might 
he of the most momentous kind. The 
Ottawa Times, then the Government 
organ at the capital, anticipating the 
event which it was believed the night 
must bring, had set up in type, six i 
columns long, the obituary of the dis-' 
tinguished sufferer. But the Premier j 
did not die. For six weeks he lay in I 
the chamber where he had fallen, un-l 
able to be moved, while at first hnur-| 
ly, and later, morning and evening, 
bulletins from his physician, Dr. 
Grant, gave the eager Capital tidings 
of Ills condition. As the millions of, 
the great Republic in spirit kept | 
watch at the bedside of a martyred 
President,’so all Canada waited while] 
the great Conservative chieftain ling-] 
efed so close td the portals of the un-l 
seen world.

All are familiar with the change 
which comes over the House of Com¬ 
mons, when the House goes into Com 
mittee of the Whole the Speaker leav 
• ing.l' the chair and the mace being 
placed under the table. But all are 
not'a^are that a division taken in 
Committee of the Whole was in tne 
early days taken by sending the yeas 
to the right and the nays to the left. 
Ong turbulent and ridiculous scene 
arising out of this method, long since 
changed, rises vividly before my vis- 
^>n. It matters not what the ques¬ 
tion was. John Sandfield Macdonald 
(then Premier of Ontario) was in the 
.chair at the head of the Clerk’s table. 
He had ordered a: division of this Kind 
in order to determine which of the 
two nearly equal parties of yeas and 
nays was* in the majority. Members 
began quickly (o cross the floor in op¬ 
posite directions- In the ruslr the op¬ 
posing elements met in the open 
space in the centre of the Chamber. 
Here began a struggle. It was not a 
contest of wordy argument, but one 
of muscle, qf physical strength and 
endurance.. Each party .sought to 
hold its own forces intact 'and to 
make as many captives as jiossible. 
Thej-e were charges arid /ounter-l 
charges, tugs of war, assaults and re 
prisals. Old and young joined with 
great hilarity and spirit in the humic 
battle. 

Mackenzie and Rymal seized Sir 
George Cartier and, lifting him bod¬ 
ily, carried him over to {heir side, 
but he was speedily rescued by his 
giant henchman, Dr. Fortin, from 
Gaspe, who strode across the floor 
like Hector or Diomed upon some 
Trojan battlefield and, seizing the lit¬ 
tle Baronet beneath one arm, bore 
him back within the lines. Macken¬ 
zie himself was captured a little la¬ 
ter in. the fray, but was in turn res¬ 
cued by Reform muscle.' Sir John, 
too, was threatened, but eluded his 
pursuers by one of his best “double 
shuffles” and found safe shelter amid 
a phalanx of the nays. The Chair¬ 
man was forced from his seat in tr.e 
ludicrous conflict, and to save himself 
leaped upon the table, and even there 
was hardly beset by those who woukt 
carry him off. He beat off his assail¬ 
ants with an umbrella. I think it was 
a borrowed one, from the vigour with 
which he wielded it, and there were 
broken ribs before thev were <rrwen 
off. 

While the fight was thus progres¬ 
sing in- the centre of the battlefield, 
the opposed right and left wings were 
having a hot engagement near t*ie 
main entrance. A group clenched in 
close embrace had gone down on the 
floor, where Grit and Tory bit the 
dust together. Meanwhile there had 
been a pause in the centre, and then 
“The war that for a space did fail. 
Now trebly thundering swelled the 

gale 

And ‘Sandfield!’ was the cry.” 

The table was carried by the fierce 
assault, lifted high on one side, and 
John Sandfield, with one tremendous 
leap, vaulted over the stooped heads 
of those who were overthrowing his 
fortress and presently appeared In 
gallery above, his long, lean figure 
trembling with excitement as he still 
flourished what remained of the um¬ 
brella. 

When the battle came to an end— 
it was throughout a good-natured af¬ 
fair—I can’t remember whether the 
yeas or the nays hal won the victory. 
But when the prostrate group in the 
floor gathered themselves up one 
member had his coat entirely torn off 
at the waist, another had his coat 
split up the back to the collar, while 
others were more or less dilapidated, 
and all were dusty and perspiring. 
How the spectators in the galleries 
enjoyed it! To see these great and 
wise men engaged in a boys’ rough 
and tumble. Yet five minutes later 
the House was as orderly, serious and 
decorous as usual, and apparently 
little the worse for the riot. 

The spring of 1870 gave us a scene 
almost as sad for the time as the tra¬ 
gic death of McGee, and made us ac¬ 
quainted with a new peril to the new 
Dominion. Suddenly the assembled 
representatives were startled by the 
tidings that Sir John Macdonald was 
dying! He hail walked up to his de¬ 
partment early in the afternoon In 
apparent good health, and a little la¬ 
ter, lone in his room, fell to the floor 
and was there- found writhing In 
what was feared must be his last 
struggle. He was tenderly raised and 
laid on a sofa. Medical aid was sum¬ 
moned and at first confirmed the 
worst fears. The Premier was dying. 
Every one by a common impulse 
rushed to the East Block to make en¬ 
quiries, but there thedoors were guar 
ded against the anxious and awe¬ 
struck multitude, yet the sad news 
was confirmed. In saddened groups 
men gathered and spoke with bated 
breath; women wept and the very at¬ 
mosphere seemed choked with gloom. 
Three o’clock came, but the House 
did not open; four o’clock, but the 
Speaker did not take the charr. 

Members sat in silent sadness or 
whispered together at their desks. 


At lngth the suffered was able toi 
be removed to the Speaker’s Cham¬ 
bers in the Parliament Buildings, and! 
w’hen the warm weather came, was! 
taken on a couch down the St. Law-1 
rence to Prince Edward Island, where! 
he slowly regained health and vrgour. I 
So he was raised up, and as it turned !• 
out twenty-one fruitful years were I 
added to his life. And at last, in May 
and June, 1891, far beyond the time! 
limit of these sketches, like sad 
scenes were enacted and the spirit of 
Sir John Macdonald passed out for¬ 
ever from the scene of his earthly la¬ 
bours and triumphs.

SOWTHISTLE 


The Perennial Sow Thistle as 1 1 
stated .in last^ week’s issue of The 
Times has already gained a footnold 
in the High River district. If stren- 
uous_ measures are adopted ntyy to 
eradicate this weed a great deal or ef¬ 
fort and expense will be saved (he' 
people of this district. Sow Thistle! 
has already ruined much of the very I 
best lulu! in Manitoba and Saskatehe-1 
wan and I see no reason why the 
same, results will not he duplicated! 
here if something is not done at once] 
to control this weed. Sow Thistle is 
a perennial plant and propagates both 
by seeds and by running root stocks. 
The root stocks extend along about 
four'inches below the surface of the 
ground, and new plants shoot up 
from each root section. It can he 
identified by a number of different 
characteristic features. The stems 
grow from one.to five feet high, are 
hollow anil support a bright yellow 
flower. A distinguishing feature is 
the bitter milk juice which exudes 
from the entire plant. 

Small patches which are just get¬ 
ting started should he dug out the 
roots destroyed and under no consider 
ation should the weed he allowed to 
seed. Any information regarding 
patches of this plant in this district 
will be appreciated by the writer and 
to anyone reejuysting information on 
this weed or on any phase, of weed 
control work 1 will be gla/f to he of 
service. )

Crop Report Issued at Winnipeg 
June 20th 

With wheat strong and healthy and 
with warmer temperatures causing 
exceptional growth, the crops in gen¬ 
eral are making good headway, ac¬ 
cording to the weekly crop report of 
the agricultural department of the C. 
P.R. The weather throughout the 
west during the past week has been 
favorable, with refreshing rains in 
most districts.- Seeding except where 
required for green feed is completed, 
and oats and barley are up. Both 
these crops are exhibiting good 
stand and color. Winter rye is in 
head, looks well and shows every indi¬ 
cation of being ready for early har¬ 
vest. Weeds due to the wet weather 
in the early spring, and the inability 
of the farmers to get their cultiva¬ 
tors at work at the right time, are 
quite prevalent. The expectations 
are that with the improved weather 
conditions nqw prevailing, the grain 
will outgrow the weeds. Pastures 
show prolific growth and stock is fat¬ 
tening rapidly. 

All crops are looking well in Alber¬ 
ta and appearances in this province 
could hardly be better. All points 
have abundant moisture and all the 
dry areas in the southeast are thor¬ 
oughly soaked. Growth has been ex¬ 
cellent and the crops are rapidly ap¬ 
proaching their normal condition for 
this season of the year. Oars and 
barley are promising and winter rye 
is in excellent stand, headed out and 
from two to three feet in height. Su¬ 
gar beets are doing well. Corn acre¬ 
age has been reduced because of the 
early wet weather. Grass is plenti¬ 
ful on the ranges and livestock is, 
thriving. A ten day delay in growth 
is expected in the Carmangay district 
owing to 1,500 acres .of wheat and 
rye being cut down by hail.

Old-time 
cowmen are trying to gather Togetli- 
ed those remaining who punched cows 
for the Bar U, the N,L., Circle, P.L., 
C.C., Bar S, W.R., 25, T.L., 76, O.H., 
Bar D.Q., and many of the other cow 
outfits that' ranged the country from 
the Montana line north to the Red 
Deer in the early days. 

Many interesting stories have Deen 
told regarding the time the saddle 
stock got away from the “wagon” 
called the Mosquito Creek Pooi oui- 
fit. At the Palliser hotel recently sev 
eral old timers were talking over the 
incident when the following informa¬ 
tion was volunteered. 

The outfit known as the Mosquito 
preek Pool started out from High 
River in the spring of 1887, just 
about 40 years ago now. Among those 
with it was A. E. Cross, of the A7 
Ranch-.’ (It was the A7 wagon.) 

The rest of the crew was composed 
of representatives of the ditferent 
ranches, known in range parlance as 
“reps.” Senator Dan Rilely reped 
for the 25 outfit, owned by W. R. null 
Herb Miller reped for the T.L. owned 
by Tom Lynch; Sam Howe for-Quirks 
W. ranch; Frank Hart, of the I’.L. 
outfit, belonging to George Ross; 
Walter Skreen, of the Bar S.; Henry 
Meinsingcr, of Billy Cochrane’s C.C. 
ranch; Bar D. Frank of the Bur D. 
ranch, and C. S. Barney reping for 
Murphy’s 76 outfit. This man came 
from Wyoming and rode a roan horse. 
Fred Inges reped for the O.H. ranc*. 
and Hunter Powell for the Bar V, 
was the Wagon boss. 

Nigger Green was the cook, Jack 
Graham was the cookee or striker, 
and Jimmy Johnston was the vorse 
wrangler, while Ted Hills was the 
night hawk. 

Upon leaving High River it was 
found that the coal oil wan-mixed up 
with the flour, with the result that oil 
in those days was a very much dis¬ 
cussed article, especially on that 
round-up. The first cattle gathered 
were in the vicinity of where Lomond 
now stands. They were thrown in on 
a small lake and were doing nicely 
the first night, but at about S o’clock 
Frank Hart, who was a Virginian, and 
quite a musician on a mouth organ, 
started in to play his favorite :ur.e. 

The cattle left the country upon 
hearing the music, and so did the 
saddle horses, Including *the wrang¬ 
ler’s horse that was at the ’’wagon.” 
Everyone got out on foot ami after 
some work succeeded in getting a 
bunch of the horses back into the 
rope corral at the wagon. Then Fred 
Inges threw his rope at one but mis¬ 
sed, and the whole herd again took to 
the flats. 

A. E. Cross, Henry Meinsingcr and 
Hunter Powell started out on foot af¬ 
ter the horses, and after considerable 
hiking got them back to camp. 

GRASSHOPPERS IN NUMBERS 

Legions of grasshoppers continued 
their advance in the Tyle Lake Dis¬ 
trict of Modoc and Siskiyou counties 
in Northern California, threatening 
to strip more than 20,000 acres oi 
grazing and grain land of every ves¬ 
tige of green. Efforts to halt the in¬ 
sect hosts to date have proved inaf- 
fective as the ’hoppers have been 
swarming out of egg beds in a con¬ 
tinual stream faster than* they can be 
killed off. Covering from one quarter 
to one half-mile a day, one division 
has a battle front of from 500 to 2,000 
feet and extends back a quarter of a 
mile. As the hosts advance, the first 
impression is of the ground moving. 
Closer inspection reveals millions of 
’hoppers—about 100 to , the square 
foot. 

ARROWWOOD BRANCH 

Chris Bartch, a resident of Leth¬ 
bridge 20 years ago, when he was en¬ 
gaged in buying cattle, is now a pros¬ 
perous farmer in the Arrowwoou dis¬ 
trict, where he says cr^p prospects 
this year could not be excelled. Mr. 
Bartch reports that the general im¬ 
pression in his country is that the C. 
P.R. branch now terminating at Ar- 
jowwood is likely to be extended 
right through to Calgary this year. It 
will not link up at Carseland on the 
main line, but will be routed between 
the main line and the Macleod branch 
—Lethbridge Herald. 


TOWN PLANNING 

Active Canadian interests in Mod¬ 
ern Town Planning—-which is defined 
as the scientific and orderly disposi¬ 
tion of land and buildings in use aim 
development with a view to obviating 
congestion and securing economic and 
social efficiency, health and well-be¬ 
ing in urban and rural communities— 
may be said to have received its first' 
impulse from the visit in 1910, of i 
Mr. Henry Vivian, founder of the! 
English Co-partnership Housing Move 
merit, as the guest of Earl Grey, then I 
Governor-General and himself an en-1 
thusiastic advocate of the more order -1 
ly planning of towns and cities. 

Planning of some kind has a>ways 
characterized the growth of towns 
and cities but the absence of thor¬ 
ough scientific method has usually 
left neglected areas, which nave 
drifted into congestioh anil squalor 
and have themselves become direct 
causes of social discontent, inefficien¬ 
cy, disease and crime. Modern town 
planning is directing special attention 
to these areus and is building up a 
science of the social organism intend¬ 
ed to' secure decent living amt wolf¬ 
ing conditions for the large masses 
of people whose interests have »een 
so largely neglected in the past and 
to meet the exigencies of modern traf 
fic. 

Mr. Noulan Cauchon, Ottawa, Con¬ 
sulting Engineer and Sociologist, has 
been a student of the movement nor 
some years and about this time uegan 
the development of a plan for the 
Capital City, using its features as a 
basis for stimulating public interest 
in the subject. In 1912 the first pro¬ 
vincial town planning act was passed 
in .Ngw Brunswick. An important 
pTShning conference was held 
in Toronto in 1914, as , a result of 
which the Dominion Government 
agreed to appoint a Tpwn Planning 
Adviser for Canada with an appropri¬ 
ate staff of assistants. Mr. Thomas 
Adams, ToVn Planning Adviser to 
the British Local Government Board 
(now Ministry of Health) was ap¬ 
pointed. A town planning education¬ 
al movement was inaugurated, which, 
though much distracted by war. condi¬ 
tions, resulted in the course of a few 
years in the passing of provincial 
town planning acts practically an ov¬ 
er Canada. These town planning acts 
gave enabling power to the town ijnd 
cities to appoint town planning com¬ 
missions, to initiate civic legislation 
which would exercise wider an* more 
intelligent control over the disposition 
of land and buildings in urban areas 
and ensure more ohlerly, efficient and 
healthful development. In 1918 the 
Dominion Government appointed a 
Commission to develop a comprehen¬ 
sive plan for the Capital City. War 
conditions interfered with the project 
and nothing was done to carry it into 
operation. 

For a number of years the aspira- 
’ tions of the late Sir Wilfrid Laurier to 
make the Capital City attractive anil 
beautiful was exemplified by the Ot¬ 
tawa Improvement Commission, 
which has constructed many drives 
and boulevards and transformed 
waste land into beautiful parks and 
driveways. In 1927 the powers anii 
duties of this commission were en¬ 
larged and the organization was ie- 
shaped into a Federal District com¬ 
mission with jrowers tb extend its 
work into the region surrounding the 
Capital. Throughout the Dominion 
there is now an active anil intelligent 
interest in town planning method and 
it is expected that within the next 
few years many towns arm cities in 
Canada will recognize the advisabil¬ 
ity of adopting new methods of de¬ 
veloping urban areas which may be 
said to have received the endorsaUo'n 
of the whole civilized world. 

MONEYJN HAND 

For Russian Horses. Cash Will he 

I’aid for Animals When Bought 
After Inspection. 

Word received from Ottawa stated 
that the money for the horses now 
being purchased in -Western Canaan 
for the Russian government was now 
in the hands of the department in ag¬ 
riculture and will be available to pay 
for the animals as* bought. The first 
shipment will go forward from Que¬ 
bec about July 15 on a Russian ooat 
which is'to be sent there specially for 
| the first shipment, which will include 
about 1,400 head. The, lyiimals for 
the first shipment are being bought in 
British Columbia. 

Senator D. E. Riley informeu the 
press that he expected about 500 hor¬ 
ses would be bought in Alberta, al¬ 
though until the situation had been 
sized up in British Columbia this 
could not be ascertained. Other hor¬ 
ses would be purchased in Saskatche¬ 
wan. J. M. McCallum of the livestock 
branch, department of agriculture, 
Ottawa, and also a representative of 
the Russian government, are return¬ 
ing to Calgary from British Colum¬ 
bia this week. 

The type of horses wanted is des¬ 
cribed as follows: Between and 
1,100 pounds; between \\\k and 7 
years old; sound and of good confor¬ 
mation; halter broken. The contract 
calls for 4,000 head. 

This is the largest single deal of 
its kind since the war. The Jiorses 
will be closely inspected by the repre¬ 
sentatives of the Russian government 
before being actually purchased. 
What is wanted is more of the mili¬ 
tary type of horse. In the trial ship¬ 
ment that went forward last year a 
large number of horses not answering 
that exact type were, it is stated, in¬ 
cluded. 

E. I). Adams, who has been largely 
.instrumental, with Senator Riley, in 
putting through the deal, is at pres¬ 
ent in the country, it is stated, mak¬ 
ing a selection of suitable horses that 
will be inspected. 

CANADA’S AERIAL LEADERSHIP 

A London, England aerial author¬ 
ity states that “Canada is to the fore 
among all the nations of the worul in 
aerial survey, which is of a very ad¬ 
vanced nature.” The same applies to 
aeronautics in fire protection an* pa¬ 
trol. The federal air board connotes! 
this service with a training camp at 
Camp Borden and other stations at; 
Dartmouth, N.S., Ottawa, Victoria; 
Beach, Man., High River, Alta., and: 
Vancouver, B.C. A- government aer¬ 
ial mail service will soon be inaugur¬ 
ated from Father Point to Montreal! 
as the commencement of a possible 
all-Canadign one later on.
